ing is standing. Machinery and war 
material in the building was said to 
be worth millions of dollars. How 
the fire started is not 
known 
It 


was discovered in what is kno\vn as 
the boring mills section of the plant 
among a quantity of oil. 


The fire spread rapidly and soon 


the entire building was wrapped in 
flames. 
The fire department of the 


steel plant was called into action as 
well as the departments from 
four 


neighboring towns but their efforts 
were mainly devoted to saving ad- 
joining property. 
The value of the 


guns alone in the shop is said to be 
several million dollars. 


There "were about one thousand 


machines of different kinds in the 
building running from lathes, shap- 
ers and drills down to -boring ma- 
chines. These machines were worth 
from $400 to several thousand dol- 
lars each, and it is estimated the 
value of the machinery was several 
million dollars. 


The burned shop was 
250 
feet 


wide, 700 feet long and four stories 
high. 
On these four floors, 2,050 men 


were employed in day 
and 
night 


shifts. 
In the neighborhood of 800 


men -were at work when the 
fire 


started and so rapidly did it spread 
that some employes had 
to make 


over to the manufacture of guns of 
various calibre for the United States

of these guns were in 
process of 


manufacture when the fire broke out. 
The fire is said to have resulted from 
a spark from an electric light lamp 
which exploded, falling into a pool 
of oil.

Assassination of Chinese 


Governor of Shanghai While 


Attending Japan's Coronation

commission on a visit to the United 
States in the summer of 1910. 


The admiral was in full uniform.
